Why the auto industry 
is begging for a baiiout

DETROIT At Ford Motor Co. they called it 
“Blue,” a team set up around the year 2000 
to design an array of small, fuel-efficient cars 
to compete with the Japanese models. 

It didn’t get far because no one could 
figure out how to make money on low- 
priced compacts with Ford’s high labor 
costs. Besides, the automaker was racking 
up billions in profits by selling pickups and 
SUVs. Times were good and gas was cheap. 

“Blue” is only a small blip in automotive 
history, but it tells a big part of the story 
about why Detroit automakers are in a mess 
so critical they could be only months away 
from bankruptcy 

Democratic leaders in Congress asked 
the Bush administration over the weekend 
to provide more aid to the struggling auto 
industry, which is bleeding cash and jobs as 
sales have dropped to their lowest level in a 
quarter-century 


CAN YOU SPARE $50 BILLION? 

To survive, automakers are pressing 
Washington for $50 billion in low-interest 
loans on top of $25 billion already approved 
to build more fuel-efficient vehicles. The 
$25 billion, though, is gummed up in Energy 
Department regulations and may not be 
available until next year. 


House Speaker Nancy Pelosi and Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid said in a letter 
to Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson that the 
administration should consider expanding 
the $700 billion bailout to include car 
companies. 

Critics say leaders over the years at Ford, 
General Motors and what is now Chrysler 
were slow to take on unions, failed to invest 
enough in new products, ceded the car 
market to the Japanese and were ill-prepared 
for the inevitable rise in gas prices that would 
make their trucks and SUVs obsolete. 

Industry representatives, however, say 
their critics are simplistic, giving them 
no credit for huge progress this decade 


in cutting costs, raising productivity, and 
building competitive cars while handling 
multiple government regulations and a 
powerful labor union. 

The industry’s demise started in the ’80s, 
when Toyota and Honda mastered building 
reliable and efficient cars while the Detroit 
Three lagged behind. Then the ’90s arrived, 
and high profits returned as Americans 
snapped up pickup trucks and SUVs. 

When times were good, the automakers 
did not take on the UAW, which the 
companies say drove up their labor costs to 
$30 per hour more than Japanese companies 
paid their workers. 

The UAW, realizing that the companies 
were in trouble, agreed to a landmark new 
contract last year that nearly eliminated the 
labor cost difference. 

But just as the cost cuts started to take hold 
and new products were rolling out, gas prices 
rose rapidly to around $4 per gallon and Wall 
Street collapsed. That virtually eliminated 
credit, which 60 percent of car buyers need.

Since the school announced it would 
launch a class this 
spring on beer 
brewing— one of 
the nation’s first 
major colleges 
to do so— 
undergraduates 
have been 

scrambling to 
sign up, graduate 
students have 
been quick to offer 
their assistance, 
and medical 
students have 
been wondering 
whether they too 
can participate. 

But Roll, who 
will teach the 
course, insists that 
has nothing to do 
with the school’s 
reputation for beer 
guzzling, made 
evident by its No. i party school ranking 
in recent years by Playboy and Princeton 
Review, or by Wisconsin’s binge drinking 
rate— the highest in the country 

No, he says, interest in the course 
springs from the region’s long history of 
making beer. The course, in the university’s 
bacteriology department, will focus on 
fermentation rather than consumption. 

MillerCoors donated $100,000 in 
equipment that can make 10 gallons— 
roughly two cases— of beer at a time. 

So what’s going to happen with the final 
product? 

“The students will sample it and 
critique it,” Roll said. “But beyond that 
we’ll probably dump any excess. We have 
absolutely no plans to distribute or sell it.”

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Building a 
cold front 

It's the season of ill— do you know how to stay healthy? 


Germ-ology 

Someone in your house have 
the sniffles? Watch out for the 
refrigerator door handle and 
the TV remote. A new study 
found that cold sufferers often 
leave their germs there, where 
they can live for two days or 
longer. 

Results of a cold germ 
study, done by scientists at 
the University of Virginia 
and sponsored by Reckitt- 
Benckiser Inc, makers of Lysol, 
were reported last week at 
a conference on infectious 
diseases. 

Researchers contaminated 
surfaces with the adults’ mucus 
to see if the virus stuck to their 
fingers when they turned on 
lights, answered phones and 
did other tasks. More than half 
got the virus on their fingertips 
48 hours after the mucus was 
smeared. 

For the study, sixteen 
adults who tested positive for 
rhinovirus, which causes about 
half of all colds, were asked to 
name 10 places In their homes 
they had touched in the last 
18 hours. Researchers found 
germs on:

Qiana Rice, 31, said she keeps a stash of cod liver oil pills, a box of 
tissues and Vicks vapor rub at her desk to keep away colds going 
around her downtown office. 

If she gets sick, which she says is rare, she starts her routine: 
vegetable soup or broth, pomegranate juice for vitamin C, at least 
three cups of sugar-free tea and a clove of garlic, 

“For some reason, to me, that makes me feel better. It seems like it 
works faster,” said Rice, who works as an analyst for Chicago Public 
Schools and lives in Woodlawn, 

She points to her grandmother, who takes a spoonful of cod liver 
oil and eats a garlic clove daily, as proof that those remedies help fight 
illnesses, “I have never seen her sick,” she said. 

Now that temperatures are falling, more cold-causing viruses are in 
the air. Those 200 -plus viruses, combined with the start of flu season, 
means you may be feeling under the weather soon, Americans suffer i 
billion colds each year, with adults averaging two to four colds a year, 
according to the National Institutes of Health, As more people stay 
indoors to escape the cold weather, colds can easily be spread around 
the office. Adding to the problem: not everyone stays home when 
the/re sick. For example, 69 percent of adults said they went into 
work knowing they were sick, mainly because they had a full workload 
with deadlines, according to a poll released recentiy by Puffs Plus with 
a Scent of Vicks, 

Once stricken with a cold, many people often rely on their own 
remedies. But some doctors question their effectiveness, 

“Everyone seems to have their own home remedies, and some 
people think the/ re helping. It is true the cold is going to go away on 
its own in five to 10 days,” said Dr, Renee Scola, an internal medicine 
physician at Northwestern Memorial Hospital, There’s no cure for 
a cold, doctors say But there are ways to prevent one by practicing 
good hygiene — especially washing your hands often— avoiding close 
contact with sick people, and staying healthy with enough rest, a good 
diet and exercise. 

And there are things you can do to alleviate cold symptoms, 
“Certainly the traditional things ,„ {gettingl rest, {drinkingl fluids, 
eating right, taking medicine for some of the symptoms— cough 
suppressants and decongestants— that’s all going to help people feel 
less miserable. It’s going to help their symptoms,” she said, but not 
cure the cold. 

Over-the-counter cold remedies, which have some side effects, 
aren’t going to prevent or shorten your cold either. 

But that doesn’t stop Americans from trying. 

Sales of over-the-counter cough and throat remedies at supermarkets, 
drug stores and convenience stores totaled $755 million in 2007, 
according to Mintel, a Chicago-based market research company 
For relief that won’t hurt your wallet, try inhaling hot steam to 
loosen nasal congestion, or gargling with saltwater to help heal a sore 
throat and flush out mucus, Scola said. 

And don’t bother calling your doctor for an antibiotic. It won’t help,

A cold to us is like kryptonite to Superman— a crushing blow to our health. 
So what will help us regain our strength, relieve our symptoms or prevent us 
from getting sick in the first place? RedEye talked to three local doctors to 
separate cold facts from fiction. 


Can you catch a cold when 
you go out of the house 
with wet hair? 

“That's a myth. You can feel cold and you can 
feel chilled, %u're not actually going to catch 
something from having wet hair or being out 
in the cold,” said Dr, Renee Scola, an inter- 
nal medicine physician at Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital, 

The primary method for catching a cold is 
hand-to-hand contact with people, and then 
touching your face— particularly the mouth, 
eyes and nose, she said. Germs also can last 
for hours on surfaces and objects like pens, 
keyboards and telephones, “So if someone 
had sneezed into their hands and touched 
a doorknob and you touched the knob, you 
could get sick from that,” she 
said. 

So if you’re touching things 
around the office or in stores, or 
shaking people’s hands or about to 
eat, you should wash your hands 
with soap or you could use gel 
hand sanitizer, Scola said. 

Coughing and sneezing into a 
tissue can help prevent spreading 
colds too, 

Adrian Ortega, 29, who works 
in human resources, shakes a lot 
of job applicants’ hands through- 
out the day 

“I wash my hands like a fiend,” 
he said. To limit his exposure to 
getting sick, he also gives appli- 
cants their own pens and doesn’t 
touch anything in the office bath- 
room, At home, he wipes down 
his doorknobs and appliance 
handles. 

Can vitamin C heip fight coids? 

There isn’t strong research to support the idea 
that vitamin C prevents, shortens the dura- 
tion or gets rid of a cold, said Dr, Chun-Su 
Yuan, director of the University of Chicago’s 
Tang Center for Herbal Medicine, 

“What I tell people generally with respect 
to vitamin C — or some people talk about tak- 
ing Airborne— is we’re not quite sure if that’s 
necessarily going to help you. It’s not going to 
hurt you,” Scola said. 


As for Airborne — an herbal dietary supple- 
ment— there’s no conclusive evidence that 
it or any of its ingredients prevent colds or 
shorten their duration, according to the Mayo 
Clinic, Last year. Airborne Health paid $23 
million to settle a class-action lawsuit, which 
claimed the company falsely advertised its 
products prevented colds. 

Does taking echinacea, 
an herbal suppiement, 
or zinc products (lozenges, 
nasal gel and spray) work? 

Study results are mixed on whether echinacea 
effectively treats colds. Yuan said. 

Most studies indicate it doesn’t appear 
to prevent colds, according to the National 
Center for Complementary and 
Alternative Medicine, While 
two of the center-funded studies 
did not find a benefit, the center 
noted that other studies have 
shown it to be beneficial in treat- 
ing upper respiratory infections. 
Studies testing the efficiency of 
zinc also are inconclusive, accord- 
ing to the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases 
of the National Institutes of 
Health, 

Dr, Samuel Grief, assistant 
professor of clinical family med- 
icine at UIC, said zinc lozenges 
have been shown to be effective 
if taken at the early onset of a 
cold, “It’s not as bad or as long,” 
he said, 

A study published earlier this 
year in the Journal of Infectious 
Diseases found zinc lozenges 
taken vnthin 24 hours of developing cold 
symptoms can shorten the duration and less- 
en the severity of cold symptoms. 

What about eating garlic? 

When she has a cold, Christie Gee, 39, puts 
fresh-crushed garlic in almost everything she 
eats. The remedy started when she was sick 
in college and a friend made her chicken soup 
with pasta, lemon juice, cayenne pepper and 
garlic. When she had bronchitis in college, 
she ate a raw spinach salad with crushed garlic 


and cayenne pepper and felt better then too, 
“It’s one of those things when you’re so sick, 
you’re desperate to do anything to feel bet- 
ter,” said Gee, a real estate broker who lives 
in Logan Square, 

Doctors Yuan and Grief said that although 
garlic can reduce your cholesterol level, there’s 
no scientific proof it lessens the duration or 
severity of colds, 

Cayenne pepper, if taken in large amounts, 
may cause your nose to run and briefly clear 
your nasal and sinus passages but won’t make 
the cold go away. Grief said. 

Is sweating it out good for you? 

“I put on a sweater and I wear sweatpants and 
two pairs of socks and a hat and I run a lot 
instead of lifting and I sweat a lot,” said col- 
lege student Benjamin Mahru, 21, who lives 
in Logan Square, “I feel better later. It’s like 
taking a really long steam shower. It takes 
out the toxins,” he said, A traditional belief in 
Chinese medicine is that sweating will release 
the toxins from the body. Yuan said, A more 
passive way to induce sweating is to take a hot 
bath, he said. Spicy concoctions, like ginger 
tea with brown sugar or soup with cayenne 
pepper, can stimulate sweating as well. The 
belief is that after sweating people feel warm 
and are ready for a good night’s sleep, he said. 
Grief doesn’t recommend sweating a cold out 
because it can cause dehydration and there’s 
no science showing it is helpful, 

“If you have a common cold and your 
symptoms are above your neck— sore throat, 
nasal congestion, sinus and mild aches but 
no significant cough— exercise in the regu- 
lar fashion (running, biking, the treadmill, 
the stair master) is OK,” he said, “Fyou have 
symptoms below the neck— coughing, short- 
winded, chest pain or if the aches are more 
severe— exercise is not in your best interest. It 
won’t enhance your immune system. It’ll wear 
you down, and your body needs to rest,” 

How effective is chicken 
noodie soup or a hot toddy? 

A hot toddy— tea with a bit of lemon, honey 
and a shot of whiskey— is “not harmful as part 
of taking care of the common cold,” Grief 
said. In general, tea has antioxidants, the 
water helps the sick stay hydrated, the honey 
can give them a boost of energy, and the shot 
can help them fall asleep at night, he said, 

Scola said generally alcohol, smoking and 
caffeine aren’t recommended if you have a 
cold, 

“Smoking, you’re going to have a harder 
time for the respiratory tract to recover. 
Alcohol and caffeine can be more dehydrat- 
ing so it can make it harder for you to recov- 
er,” she said. 

Chicken soup may have some benefits, 
though. It “is part of hydration and helping 
restore some of your electrolytes. It doesn’t 
hurt you,” she said.

Giao Nguyen has tried his best to escape 
Obama-mania. 

Since Wednesday morning, Nguyen, who 
voted for John McCain, has managed to avoid 
newspapers and TV newscasts proclaiming 
the painful truth: Barack Obama will be the 
nation’s next president.

“Where can I find a place that is Obama- 
free for just a short period of time?” wondered 
Nguyen, a Vietnam native.

It might be hard to tell amid the eupho- 
ria that followed Tuesday’s election of the 
country’s first black president, but there’s 
still a sizable portion of America— about 
46 percent— that isn’t sharing the love for

For disappointed McCain supporters, 
there has been little refuge from the revelry 
It’s been a particularly bitter pill to swallow in 
Chicago, where one McCain supporter and 
die-hard Cubs fan compared the painful spec- 
tacle to when the White Sox won the 2005 
World Series. 

“There’s only so much I can deal with, 
especially being from Chicago,” said Jonathan 
Hirsch, 34, of Barrington. “It’s a non-stop 
Obama love fest.” 

A few McCain supporters say they are just 
burned out on politics in general. Nursing 
his beer at the Gilmer Road House near 
Mundelein, construction worker Scott 
Gillman, 24, said he found some solace in the 
fact that campaign ads are finally over. 

‘At least we’re back to the Viagra and car 
ads,” he said. 

Others are trying to come to terms with an 
Obama administration. Hirsch said he con- 
templated moving to Canada, but decided 
against it. His advice to the 52.5 percent of 
Americans who voted for Obama? 

“He’s president. Great,” Hirsch said. “Let’s 
get over it and get on with our lives.”

The man police have called a suspect in the 
murder of actress Jennifer Hudson’s fam- 
ily finds out Monday whether he’ll remain 
in prison for violating his parole or go free 
while investigators continue to investigate 
the triple slaying. 

William Balfour, 27, was on parole for 
a 1999 attempted murder conviction 
when linked to the Oct. 24 murders of his 
estranged wife’s brother, mother and 7- 
year-old son.

If the board finds probable cause to 
believe Balfour has committed a crime, or 
violated his parole in some other manner, 
he’ll be held for further hearings. 

If the board finds that Balfour has not 
violated his parole, he could be set free

PETIONVILLE, Haiti Emergency crews 
picked through the rubble of a col- 
lapsed school in Haiti on Sunday as an 
angry crowd demanded they be allowed to 
help search for victims of a disaster that 
killed at least 88 people. 

Onlookers in this poor Port-au-Prince 
suburb cheered a group of men who 
slipped past police barriers and started 
chipping away at a hanging concrete slab 
before riot officers chased them away 


“We don’t need money to do the work!” 
many chanted, angry over rumors that 
rescuers were working slowly to inflate 
their wages. 

“Everybody is frustrated. We smell 
the bodies,” said 25-year-old Emmane 
Petitehomme. “If they don’t do something 
quickly, we may have to leave here for a 
few days.” 

Eortin Augustin, the preacher who owns 
and built College La Promesse, was arrested 


late Saturday and charged with involuntary 
manslaughter, police spokesman Garry 
Desrosier said. Meanwhile, U.S. rescuers 
searched for survivors of Eriday^s collapse 
of the three-story building, which normally 
holds 500 students and teachers. 

On Saturday, in a rare moment of joy, 
Haitian rescuers pulled four children alive 
from the rubble and cradled them in their 
arms as they ran toward ambulances, U.N. 
police spokesman Andre Leclerc said. 




Obama plans to break with Bush policies 


WASHINGTON President-elect Obama plans 
to use his executive powers to make an 
immediate impact when he takes office, per- 
haps reversing Bush administration policies on 
stem cell research and domestic drilling for oil 
and natural gas.

As much as Brad Maynard want- 
ed to block it out of his mind, 
the reality of punting deep in his 
own territory all day eventually took a toll, 
“^ah, I think I was kicking from down 
there every single time,” Maynard said, ‘And 
I felt like there wasn’t much I could do about 
it, I did the best I could.

streaking, and left the 5-4 Bears tied 
with Minnesota for the NFC North lead, 
“Field position was huge today,” linebacker 
Lance Briggs said, “We started off inside the 
10 all game long. In a game like this, when you 
have two defenses playing well, field position 
is going to come into play” 

Being backed up was the last scenario the 
Bears wanted for Rex Grossman, who started 
in place of the injured Kyle Orton, Grossman 
completed 20-of-37 passes for 173 yards and a 


touchdown, but he was 6-for-i6 for 20 yards 
on those eight drives in which the Bears were 
pinned deep, 

“First of all, you need to try and at least flip 
the field for the defense and give the punter 
some room to get out,” Grossman said, “Then 
you’ve got to be even more cautious with the 
ball because a turnover so deep is going to be 
a touchdown,” 

Grossman got off to a good start, engineer- 
ing a 14-play, 75-yard drive in the first quarter 
that ended with a 5-yard touchdown pass to 
rookie Matt Forte, 

Titans quarterback Kerry Collins hadn’t 


passed for 200 yards in a game all season, but 
he found holes in a Bears defense geared to 
stop the run. He completed 30-of-4i passes 
for 289 yards and two touchdowns, the kind 
of performance the Titans needed with their 
potent running game held to a season-low 20 
yards on 29 carries, 

“I give the Bears a lot of credit — they put 
a lot of people in the box and stopped our 
run, and they did a great job of it,” Collins

A music fan recently approached Craig 
Finn, lead singer of The Hold Steady, with 
an observation. He’d seen about 40 bands 
perform over the previous 
year, and only members of 
Finn’s band and Drive-By 
Truckers were seen smiling 
onstage. 

Finn smiled at the notion. 

Let’s see. Singing and 
bashing around on guitars 
while an adoring audience 
cheers your every move— 
how could that not be a good time? Can 
you really hold a frown all night? 

The Hold Steady isn’t just a party band. 
But they seem one of the few to bridge the 
gap between an angst-ridden indie scene. By 
little coincidence. The Hold Steady has just 
launched a long concert tour with Drive-By 
Truckers. 

Finn has noticed the serious faces too. 

“Maybe it’s something we never got back 
to after grunge,” he said. ‘Also, a lot of indie 
rock seems to place a premium on irony I 


think being honest and uncontrived helps 
bring people back to the notion of fun in 
rock ’n’ roll.” 

Now 37, Finn has been part of different 
music scenes. He has the 
perspective, and receding 
hairline, that a few years 
bring. 

He and guitarist Tad 
Kubler played together 
during the 1990s in Lifter 
Puller, an indie band from 
Minneapolis that ran its 
course. They both moved 
to New Tbrk, Kubler to work in photogra- 
phy and Finn to try his hand as a writer. 

Music still had its appeal, so Finn and 
Kubler decided to start a rock band. When 
The Hold Steady played its first show in 
January 2003, Finn was surprised at how 
many people came. 

It was an introduction to the power of 
the Internet, since many people were Lifter 
Puller fans curious to see what the two were 
up to. 

The Hold Steady has the driving rock 


sound of a band schooled in punk. Yet it’s 
more atmospheric than a generic punk 
song, with piano breaks weaving between 
the guitars. 

Crossing a divide between music scenes 
was very much a part of The Hold Steady’s 
plan. 

“We wanted this band to be as inclusive 
as possible, in terms of our audience,” he 
said. “That said, it took us a while to devel- 
op the confidence and ability to make a big- 
ger and better record, which could also be 
more populist.” 

The Hold Steady has built an audience 
primarily through energetic live shows 
that leave fans feeling part of a community 
Maxim magazine calls them “the best band 
in America.” 

Finn said he’s better able to realize what 
matters and what doesn’t than he might 
have if The Hold Steady’s success came 
when he was a dozen years or so younger. 
He’s been able to enjoy the places he’s been 
able to go with the band. 

“It has allowed me to have logical and 
realistic expectations and goals,” he said.

Teri Gault stops in her tracks in her grocery 
store’s personal care aisle when she learns that 
someone has never heard of a BO GO. 

“How about peelies or blinkies?” she asks, 
with disbelief “Catalinas?” Alook of urgency 
passes across her face: “You don’t throw your 
Catalinas away, do you?” 

Gault is the creator of the Grocery Game 
(thegrocerygame.com), an online service that 
helps members navigate the world of super- 
market sales. Although hers is just one of 
several Web sites that promise to help slash 
grocery costs, Gault has such a faithful fol- 
lowing that she can charge for her services 
(minimum fee is about $5 a month). 

And fee notwithstanding, business is 
booming. Members in 50 states can now tap 
into lists of bargains at supermarkets in their 
ZIP codes as well as in France, Germany 
and Great Britain. This year alone, member- 
ship has grown from 100,000 to more than 
150,000 households. 

Web traffic has jumped 59 percent since 
last year, according to hitwise.com, an Internet 
research and tracking company And Gault 
has a book due out in January on how to save 
money by cutting household expenses. 

“I don’t enjoy the fact that I’m benefiting 
because people are hurting,” Gault said. “But 
it makes me happy that I’m helping people 
save money” 

Indeed. It’s hard to imagine anyone who 
enjoys supermarket shopping, or spreading the 
word about saving money, more than Gault. 

Couponing, it turns out, goes beyond 


those colorful strips in the Sunday newspa- 
per— although those are key There are also 
blinkies, the blinking machines in the super- 
market aisles that spit out coupons. Peelies 
can be pulled off the side of a product for 
redemption at the register. Catalinas, which 
are named after the company that manufac- 
tures them, are the coupons that are handed 
over with your receipt. 

And a BOGO ... well, a BOGO means you 
had best get down to the supermarket to take 
advantage of that “buy one get one free” offer 
before everyone else beats you to it. 

Just as important as having a coupon is 
knowing when to use it. And this is what ele- 
vates coupon clipping from a hobby to an art 
form, Gault says. 

Supermarkets typically cycle their rock- 
bottom sales every 10 to 15 weeks across a 
variety of products. Gault’s team of more than 
60 employees tracks these cycles along with 
advertised and unadvertised sales. Then, each 
week, they recommend when to hold tight to 
those coupons— and when to slap ’em down 
at the checkout stand. 

When she’s finished explaining these 
basics, Gault shakes her head as though she’s 
just a little bit sad. So many people just throw- 
ing away their money So little time to per- 
suade them to start saving it instead. 

That attitude explains why Gault has no 
problem stopping people in the supermar- 
ket and passing along her unsolicited words 
of wisdom and outlining her disciplined 
approach to shopping. 

Rule No. 1: Only buy items on sale. 


Rule No. 2: Stock up when items 
are on sale. (Perishables like 
meats and breads go into the 
freezer.) 

Rule No. 3: Don’t just buy items 
because you have a coupon or it’s 
on sale— only buy what you need and 
will use. 

“It never, ever gets old,” Gault says. “I love 
a bargain. I get a little bit of an endorphin 
rush when I even say that. That’s weird, 
huh? I can just feel it when I’m almost done 
with my shopping, and I’m heading to the 
register. It’s like Vegas.” 

Each Saturday afternoon, Gault’s Web 
sites post exhaustive, color-coded lists 
about supermarket sales on everything from 
fresh produce to dish detergents to shaving 
cream. The lists direct members on where to 
find coupons— online, in the newspaper, store 
circulars, etc. —for even greater savings. 

On a recent shopping foray Gault pulled up 
to the checkout stand with a cart containing 
baby food, frozen meals, hair care products, 
vitamins, crunchy red apples and assorted 
other items. The total came to $96.06. 

“Now watch this— this is the best part,” 
Gault said. With a dramatic swipe of her 
Ralphs store card, the total dropped to 
$41.73. Then, she handed over a wad of 
coupons. Several swipes and bar code 
beeps later, the bill had plummeted to 
$29.23. 

Even the cashier was impressed. “You 
some kind of an expert?” she asked. 

“I am the expert,” Gault answered.

» Use a disciplined approach to shopping. 
Try to buy only items on sale, and that 
includes fruits and produce too. Stock up 
on items on sale when possible. 

» Consider buying bread, particularly sandwich bread, off 
the sale rack. Most grocery stores slash prices when bread 
is near its “sell-by” date. But that “sell-by” date is just that-it 
doesn’t mean the bread can’t be eaten shortly after that date. 
» Start noticing prices-consider starting a price book. Many 
people don’t pay attention to the way supermarket prices 
fluctuate. That awareness alone will help you detect rock- 
bottom prices, even if you never plan to clip a coupon. You’ll 
also find out which stores can help you save money on the 
items you use most. 

» Brand names matter-some of the time. But comparison 
shop and consider switching brands when it makes financial 
sense. 

» Use coupons for items you frequently use. Look for them 
in store circulars, the Sunday newspaper or online. Also, visit 
supermarket home pages and produce Web sites-many 
offer coupons as well. 

» Coupon swap. Find a group of friends who also want to 
save money, losangeles times

Paying full price for something? Not in these 
tough economic times. Here are some tips 
to finding the best bargains: 

» Buy offseason: Purchase things like 
swimsuits and air conditioners in winter, 
and skis and winter coats in the summer, 
Helen Malani, online shopping expert for 
Shopzilla, said in an e-mail. 

» Limit errand running: Not only does it 
save gas, by making fewer stops you’re less 
likely to be tempted by impulse purchases, 
said Kim Danger, family savings expert for 
coupons.com. 

» Ask about discounts: Many retailers have 
special discounts for working professionals, 
seniors and people who belong to certain 
organizations, said Ellen Davis, spokes- 
woman for the National Retail Federation. 
Ask at the register. 

» Keep the receipt: If you go back and 
see an item you recently purchased on sale, 
you may be able to get a price adjustment. 
Danger said. 

» Sign up for rebates and rewards pro- 
grams: For free or at a minimal cost, you 
can get things like special discounts and 
cash back after spending a certain amount.

» Ciean out the cioset: There’s nothing like 
purchasing something and realizing three 
months later you have the same item, said 
shopping expert Amy Blankenship Sewell. 

» Shop fuii price but buy on saie: When 
you’re considering purchasing something 
on sale, ask yourself if you would buy the 
item if it was full price, Sewell said. If the 
answer is no, consider passing. 

» Negotiate: In upscale stores, a sale 
means the store wants to get rid of the item, 
said Jim Camp, author of “NO: The Only 
Negotiation System 'You Need for Work and 
Home.” See if you can negotiate another 
markdown. 

» Give ciearance a chance: Tthu may have to 
dig, but some items the store is practically 
giving away, said Karen Hoxmeier, founder 
and owner of mybargainbuddy.com. 

» Beware of the piastic: Tbu may save lo 
percent when you sign up, but Sewell warns 
that studies show people buy more from a 
store when they have the retailer’s credit 
card. 

» Shop secondhand: You can find items 
for up to 90 percent off the original retail 
price.
